REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 are all the claims pending in the application. All the claims stand presently 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the JP-1 1326194 document. 

Independent claim 1 is directed to a sensor utilizing attenuated total reflection, 
comprising, among other things, a light source, wherein a semiconductor light emitting element 
that emits light by super radiance is employed as said light source. 

In the grounds of rejection, the Examiner states that the JP-1 1326194 reference discloses 
the claimed invention except for a semiconductor light emitting element that emits light by super 
radiance as the light source.
